‘Tue LorD CaTEF JUSTICE OF ENGLAND did well, in the course of 
his addresses to-the Bar Asseeiations of America and of Canada, and 
again in an article which appeared in The Times last week, to draw 
attention to a tendency which has crept into modern legislation, and 
which we believe he has good reason for regarding as a dire danger. 
He referred to legislation which withholds from the judiciary all 
questions regarding it, and leaves not only its working. but the 
determination of any legal questions that may arise out of it, to the 
Administration,, As Lord HEwart has pointed out, the admixture of 
governmental and judicial functions must prove a menace to the 
liberty of the subject. The subject might feel deeply aggrieved, and 
yet be unable to obtain any determination of his rights from the 
Law Courts. A patent instance of this species of legislation is to 
be found in the laws concerning aliens in this country: Under 


the british: Constitution, aliens residing in Great Britain have 


definite rights. They are subjects of the Crown. Yet recenf 
legislation has largely eliminated those rights, and an alien 
to-day can be deported from this country or, if he leaves it, can be 
refused re-entrance wholly by decision of a Government department. 
We have frequently called attention to this dangerous anomaly 
from which Jews, circumstanced as they are, necessarily especially 
suff er, We have marked the evil of this sort of thing that seems 
inseparable from the form of legislation which the Lorp CHIEF 
JUSTICE go strongly denounces, because of the bad principle 
underlying it and not merely in complaint of the manner in which 
in respect to: the aliens the power given by Parliament has some- 
times been employed’ by the Home Office, Administration is 
alministration, and. law is law; and it is mere common sense and 
the surest of all wisdom, as Lord. HEWART s0 wisely pleads, to

The. “ Casting” Process.. | 

THE Appeal to British Jewry, which. appeared in last 
“alurday's Spectator,” anda; considerable extract which 
‘8 given elsewhere in thig issue, can hardly be gratifying to” the 
Community, At. the general line adoptéd’ by our contemporary 


-with Jewish rites unless 


we for.our part see nothing to. cavil. Our contemporary 
concedes that humaneness. to. animals is a sacred principle 
among Jews and that. the.’ casting” process isnot part of Shechita, 
the essential of which—the method ‘whereby am animal is, killed: 
for food—is virtually. painless.. But it. complains: that the. process. 
usually adopted for placing the animal into position for the operation. 
of Shechita inflicts more cruelty than necessary upon the animal, and. 
entails much violence. Our contemporary appeals to the Jews of 
this country to adopt some means, such as the Weinberg apparatus 
(assuming that is efficient), so.as to avoid the objectionable . 
features of the present “casting” process, not only in the interests of . 
humaneness but in the interests of Shechita itself, which may 
passibly be prohibited here, as it is in some other countries, if 
Jews declare that they cannot kill animals for food in accordance . 
“ casted’ by present means. This 
ig a position we ourselves have taken up for. many years past. 
We have said that the present method of.“ casting ”’ is unduly ‘cruel 


and unduly violent, and we. have urged that every - possible . 


encouragement should be given .to. the. discovery of some means 

which would avoid the objections that are generally raised 

against Shechita by reason of the “ casting’’ process. We have felt. 
that it is bad service to the community and to the cause of Kashruth, 
to pretend that the “casting” is not cruel, merely because it is 

Jewish practice, or to attempt to evade the responsibility for it by 

urging that the “casting” is not actually done by Jews but almost 

invariably by non-Jews. Our Authorities and. particularly the 

Shechita Board, have, however, ignored both our plea and our 

warning.. Mr. Lissack, the President of the Board, seems to, 
have resented any criticism as an. intrusion .upon his peculiar 
province and the functions .of: his Board, The. Weinberg, 
apparatus. may or may not be practical or desirable. It is, how- 

ever, strongly recommended by. organisations devoted to the . 
hamane slaughter of animals, and on that account we have 

stressed. the necessity for a proper and fair trial to be given to it, 

and moreover a full and complete statement by the Shechita Board 

of. its worth in its opinion. Instead, the whole mattez has been 

shelved and dallied with, and the result now is that the community 

has to suffer the invidious compliment paid to it by the Spectator, 

against whom, as we say, not a word of complaint can be levelled, 

and only praise can reasonably be offered. For the article, having 

regard to all circumstances, is kindly in tone, in fact was 
inspired with “ humaneness” to Jews. That we have to suffer the 

indignity of such an appeal and yét recognise its righteousness, is the 

fault not of our contemporary, but of those who are charged by the 

community with looking after the affairs of Shechita. 


A. Straw. 


. Tue. Times Correspondent at Tangier sends to that paper a 
story which would be amusing if it were not either tragic or 
piteous. Im another column we reproduce the Correspondent’s 
communication in which he tells of the difficulty experienced: by 
the Jews at Tetuan, because KING ALFONSO OF SPAIN was expected 
there yesterday, the Day of Atonement. The Jews wished to join 
in the welcome tothe King, and yet it was Yom Kippur; what were 
they to do? Well, the Rabbis were equal to the occasion. They 
declared that traditionally “kings are bearers of good fortune, health, 
wealth and other blessings.’ That is rather a sweeping character 
to give monarchs, by the by, specially inthese days of almost universal 
republicanism. But the Rabbis declared that because the qualities 
they mentioned were characteristic of kings, “the severity of 
the Day of Atonement can be relaxed to the extent of bidding 
the king welcome as an anointed monarch.’ They therefore 
decreed that it was not only permissible but advisable that 
the Jews should welcome His Majesty and the Queen at Tetuan, 
the Day of Atonement notwithstanding! Now, this incident is 
to be sure but a straw; but it shows the way the wind blows. 
It shows the miserable sycophancy which Jews, even by some of 
their Rabbis, are taught, and the attitude of self-abasement to 
which it degrades them. What do these people think? Do they 
imagine that KING ALFONSO is some barbarous person who 
thinks himself a supreme being? Do they not know that he 
is an educated gentleman who respects the religious observ- 
ances of others, when those religious observances are sincere 
and consistently carried out? Are they really so blinded with 
ghetto-dust that they do not see that any man worthy to bea 
monarch would think far more highly of a body of Jews who 
respectfully conveyed to him an intimation of regret that his 
arrival in their town, seeing that it occurred on the Day of Atone- 
ment, prevented their offering tohima formal welcome? Can they 
not perceive that such would have been far more respectful to 
the king than their miserable, backboneless compromising in an 
endeavour to get the best of both worlds—the world of the king and 


that-of the King of kings? The incident; we repeat, is merely a - 


straw, but it forms at invaluable lesson to Jews of the way not to 
show self-respect—to evidence self-contempt, the surest means of 
evoking it in others. ; 
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Smith.” 


His Honour, Judge Civer, is “an wer judge, a learned 
judge”; but he evidently is not as well acq inted with his Bible 
asa judge should be who makes judicial pronouncements in respect 
to the great Book. He was asked the other day to adjourn a case 
at the Shoreditch County Court on the ground that the Day of 
Atonement began on the day on which the action was to be heard. 
Judge CLUER observed that the application was made by a firm 
called “Smith & Son,” and he added that he would like to find that 
name in the Old Testament, remarking “the trouble is that people 
whose religious observances we respect—sometimes respect more 
than they do themselves—describe themselves as Smith & Son. 
Otherwise we would have fixed the case for another day to prevent 
inconvenience.” As a matter of fact, the judge kindly arranged for 
the trial to be held on the previous day. But without entering into 
the point which he raises in suggesting that every Jew should be 
known only by some Bible name—a counsel of perfection, which is 
somewhat impracticable having regard to the history of Jews 
during the last two thousand years—he appears to have strayed 
very considerably in implying that the name SMITH cannot 
be found in the Bible. As early as that artificer’s day, although 
Tubal-cain was not definitely called asmith, he was an artificer in 
brass and iron. In the First Book of Samuel, we are told that there 
was no smith found throughout the land of Israel, which seems to 
be one up to Judge CLtuger. But Isaiah speaks of the smith working 
in the coals and fashioning with hammers by the strength of his 
arms ; while the same prophet gives a Divine origin to the smith 
“who bloweth the coals in the fire.’ As a matter of history, more- 
over, it is recorded of Nebuchadnezzar, the King of Babylon, that 
among others whom he took into captivity were smiths ; and in 
another part of the Bible we are informed that these smiths 
departed from Jerusalem. Tiese are not the only Bible evidences that 
could be quoted to show that the Judge was very much in error 
when he said that the name SmirH could not be found in the Old 
Testament, because it is certain that some of the smiths referred to, 
were so-called in name. Indeed, the Bible rather points, on Judge 
CLUER's theory, to SMITH being a name to which Jews are particularly 
entitled.

IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


Thorough ! 


By Mentor. 


ATS off to Mr. Morrison I. Swift! One way and another, 
anti-Semitism as represented by Mr, Ford, of motor fame, 
bas recently been made look considerably silly. Not so 
much by his recantations as by the manner in which 

he suddenly became transformed for so many of our people 
‘in the United States, from a grim and grisly Haman to a 
pene volent if somewhat unctuous Mordecai; for neither part was he 
in the least suited. But now Mr. Ford and the DEARBORN 
IxperenDENT and all his mass production of ridiculous untruths 
concerning Jews, are sicklied o’er by Mr. Morrison I. Swift. He is 
the first real anti-Semite, so far as I recollect, I have ever come 
across, and I cannot help feeling a sort of regard for him, because 
he evidently possesses the Strafford virtue of “thorough.” I 


can imagine the sage of Chelsea for instance, paying homage to Mr. 
Morrison I. Swift with his insistence upon the dire and uncom- 
promising logic of Jew-hatred. For whereas up till now anti- 
Somites, from Pharaoh to Ford, have in comparison merely toyed 
with (he Jews, Mr. Morrison I, Swift disposes of them as completely 
as it is said your Chicago pork dealer disposes of his pigs; with a 
few turns of an ingenious machine, he reduces Jews, metaphorically 
speaking, to mere human sausages ! 


tor Mr. Morrison I. Swift sees quite clearly the fatuity of dis- 
liking Judaism without hating most other religions, and he accepts 
all the implications of the position. He perceives the dilemma of 
liking religions for which the Jew is so largely responsible, and yet 
hating the people without whom the religion would not have existed. 
And so he has published a book*called “The Evil Religion Does,” 
and as a mark of his thoroughness, since the book to the extent it 
does, proposes the worst persecution to which the Jew, or, for the 
matter of that, any other people, has ever been subjected since 
“Adam dolvye and Eve span,” he has published his volume through 
the “ Liberty” Press. Perhaps, though, the gentleman would claim 
consistency in this; for surely his proposals constitute the most 
appalling liberty any man could dare venture in regard to his fellows. 
However, there isa section on “ Catholic Anti-Americanism,”’ and 
on Protestant Anti-Americanism.” I see also that the gentleman 
treats of what he calls “ Jewish atavism in the Churches.” And all 
this surely shows that Mr. Morrison I. Swift, is at least thorough, 


But when he comes to Jews, his thoroughness knows no bounds, 
He says that Jews, under very bad leadership, have elected to build 
themselves up as a separate nation or tribe in the United States, 
and that is a breach of “a fundamental American principle.” He, 
therefore, calls upon them “to cast off their false leaders, cease 
their tribal practices and merge with the rest as genuine Americans.” 
A hard saying that for our hundred and one per cent. American 
Jews—to find that after all they have done to appear more 
American than the Americans, the eagle eye of Mr. Morrison 
I, Swift should detect them a “separate tribe or nation.” 
What are they going to do now? And what a warning 
by the by to their compeers in other lands, including this! 
Think what is in store for us all, all Jews however we hyphenate! 
Mr. Morrison I. Swift says that if we continue even to call ourselves 
Jews, then we must be treated as “intrinsic aliens.’ That there 
is something alluring in that expression no one will gainsay. Well, 
beihg “intrinsic aliens,’—the gentleman you see is resistlessly 
logical—we are to be deprived of all privileges accorded to true 
Citizens, and if we say that this is persecution, race prejudice or 
religious bigotry, then we Jews are to be told that it is the Jews 
who are guilty. For, says Mr. Morrison I. Swif6, “ they are practis- 
ing racial and religious bigotry when they decline to renounce 
Jewishness and become Americans in full.” And with a supreme 
literary flourish he declares that Americans “should debunk the 
Jew's pretentious farce that they can be Americans and also Jews. 
It is impossible,” he asserts. | 


Well, this seems sufficient to go on with; but there is more to 
come, For, as I have said more than once, Mr. Morrison I. Swift is 
thorough. And that is why he perceives that if America has Jews 
at all, then all the evils he catalogues must exist, The point, then, 
with him is: how get rid of the Jews? He is shrewd enough to 
Seo that, just as you may take a horse to the water and yet cannot 
“ompel it to drink, so you may tell the Jew to become American as 
much as you like, but Jew he will remain, however much he may try 

American, Indeed, Mr. Morrison I, Swift knows, as we know, 


the zeal and energy with which Jews try to be Americans, and yet 
there remains all the trouble which constitutes the theme of Mr. 
Swift's book. He, therefore, goes on to propose some really radical 
remedies, Not alone must Jewish immigration to the United 
States from any country be “entirely barred, not merely 
reduced”—that is only incidental; but he proposes also’ that 
“the Jews should be given a birth quota to limit their intem- 
perate reproduction,’ and that “disregard for this birth quota 
should be followed by sterilisation.” “Child production,’ says 
Mr. Swift, “is a privilege, not a right,” and then he goes on 
to retail a general fallacy by declaring that Jews “ propagate in 
monstrous excess.’ Poor hundred and one per centers! My heart 
bleeds for them. To be thus wounded in their own house, and 
actually under the Stars and Stripes, is indeed piteous! What a 
damper to the glorification of Mr. Ford and the jollification which 
accompanied the killing of the fatted calf on the prodigals “ return” ! 
But Mr. Morrison I. Swift does give them a little bit of comfort. 
For, quite logically again, being an anti-Jew he is also an anti- 
Zionist, and so he declares that Palestine, where “ this: antique 
Jewism is first to be restored,’ is going to be the base of action 
whereby modern culture may be broken down and civilisation 
Judaized. He says it is therefore the bounden duty of Americans to 
unite into what he calls “ an immovable barrier ” against the Zionist 
Movement, and in short he declares that in nothing must Jews any 
longer “ trick and double cross Americans by playing the two-faced 
part of Americans on the surface and Jews underneath.” 


This, then, is what we have come to in this year of grace in the 
Land of Freedom! To be sure, it is nothing wonderful that the 
teeming millions in America have produced a gentleman “ slightly 
bent about the skull periphery,” as I saw a man with what we, in 
this country, call a bee in his bonnet described recently in an 
American paper.. We ourselves, here in England, are not altogether 
free from such abnormalities, although we have never yet produced 
a Morrison I, Swift. But it does not altogether mend matters for us 
to brush aside these astounding evidences of crankiness, as some, I 
doubt not, would be disposed to do, without having some regard to 
this vital question: What is it that has produced this monster of 
silliness? And in reading Mr. Morrison I. Swift's prescription for 
solving the Jewish problem as it affects non-Jews, I would advise a 
little thought first by non-Jews as to the contribution they have made 
with their immigration restrictions and quotas of foreign settlers 
towards the production of such wickedly mad or madly wicked ideas; 
and then to the contribution made by Jews themselves. What among 
non-Jews has contributed to produce such a person needs no elabor- 
ating. It is just Chauvinism gone bad to the point of rottenness. But 
it is because I cannot doubt that Jews are also responsible, that I 
think it particularly worth while to take some notice of Mr. Morrison 
I, Swift's vagaries. They contain, it occurs to me, some lessons for 
us Jews, which ought not altogether to be neglected. For one 
thing, they show the utter folly of Jews thinking that 
they can be Jews and anything else that depends upon 
racial origin or ethnic differentiation. Try how they may, 
there will be someone, whether it be Pharaoh or Haman, or Tor- 
quemada or Pobiedonostzeff or Morrison I. Swift, who will reward all 
the vain antics they adopt in order to disguise a patent fact, by 
telling them that they are what they pretend to be “only on the 
surface and Jews underneath.” The wisdom of Rabbi Akiba’s story 
of the little fishes remains—the safety of the Jew is in his own 
element; the security of the Jew is in his own people, or as that 
splendid American Jew, Mr. Louis Marshall, put it: the true answer 
to anti-Judaism is more Judaism!

Obituary. 


The Late Rev. E. Spero. 


MEMORIAL SERVICE, 


The Central Synagogue, Great Portland Street, was filled on Sunday 
evening, when a service was held in memory of the late Rev. Emanuel 
Spero. In addition to the principal mourners, the following were among

The service began with the singing of Psalm cxxi. by the choir, 
under the direction of Mr. L. Pester. Maariv Service was read by the 
Rey. A. Stoutzker, followed by the singing of Psalm xvi, The Rev. 
Michael Adler, D.S.O., B.A., delivered an address, in the course of which 
he said: 

“The practice of the art of music, the use of suitable melodies, has 
from the earliest times played a prominent part in the rendering of our 
Services of Prayer. From the days of the Talmud the desire to beautify 
public worship by singing is clearly evidenced. The chosen representa- 
tive of the congregation who officiated was required to have a pleasant 
voice and a clear enunciation. This officiating Minister became the 
3S M2, the Messenger of the Congregation, who, by the beauty of his 
voice and the sincerity of his religious feeling, intensified the value of 
divine worship and uplifted the hearts of his hearers. 

“ These characteristics and qualities marked in full degree the life of 
that faithful Minister of God, that sweet singer in Israel, in whose 
honour we are assembled here to-day. Emanuel Spero found his vocation 
early in life. To the exalted office of 3° he consecrated the gifts and 
powers with which he was endowed. This was his chosen life’s work, 
and to its service he gave himself with heart and soul and might. He 
was proud—and rightly proud—of the high traditions of his order, and 
he sought to uphold their dignity and their status in the community to 
the utmost of his power. His love for his Faith, his pride in his pro- 
fession, and his devotion to our Synagogue were the ruling motives of his 
life, 

“After serving for three years in the Hambro’ Synagogue he took his 
place at the Reading Desk of this Synagogue, and for a period of forty- 
one years he led this congregation in prayer. We recognised him as one 
of the greatest O°" in Anglo-Jewry. This judgment was endorsed by 
the Council of the United Synagogue, when, on his recent retirement, he 
received the high distinction of being called Emeritus Reader, being the 
first to receive this honourable title. His knowledge of the Sacred Tongue 
his depth of religious feeling, combined with a perfect mastery of the art 
of music—all this united to a voice of remarkable sweetness and power— 
caused his rendering of the Sacred Services to be full of beauty. 

“In various directions outside the walls of the synagogue he served 
the community faithfully. A man of deep feeling, many a family of our 
congregation will remember his acts of loving sympathy and willing help- 
fulness in hours of sorrow and distress. He possessed a strong personality, 
tenacious and assertive of his own opinions, fearing no opposition; and 
while one could not always see eye to eye with him, the sincerity and 
determination of his point of view were recognised and appreciated. We 
mourn his passing, and we are grateful to him for his life-long endeavours 
dediéated to the highest purposes in the discharge of the sacred office he 
s0 worthily filled.” 

The 0°" 7D PN was rendered by the Rev. G. Prince, the Ark being 
opened by Mr. J. H. Jacobs and Mr. Manrice 8. Spero. The service 
concluded with Olenu and Adon Olam.

Mosaic Conception of the Deity. 


Ata special meeting of the British Society for Old Testament Study, 
a paper was read by Principal Wheeler Robinson, of Oxford and London, 
Its subject was “Prophetic Symbolism in the Old Testament.” He 
suggested that when Moses threw dust or soot into ‘the air to produce the 
plague of boils, or Mahomet beforé the battle of Badr threw up pebbles 
representing his promised angelic he] pers, these acts were more than merely 
symbolic. They were thought of as actually helping.to. produce the desired 
effects. The prophetic use of symbolic acts was, however, tobe distinguished 
from the ordinary mimetic magic, because the prophet did not seek to 
force the hand of the naturé powers. On the contrary, the symbolic 
action was itself part of the will of the one Creator and Sustainer, God, 
and its efficacy was directed not to forcing the Deity against His will, but 
towards the realisation of that will in performed action. | 
Three short papers were read by Mr. G. R. Driver, Fellow of Magdalen 
College, Oxford, on “The Sacred Name of God in the Old Testament”; 
by Professor H. T. Obbink, of Utrecht; Holland, on “ The Tree of Life im 
Genesis " ; and by Professor Py Volz; of Tiibingen, on “The God of Moses.” 
The first two papers were read in English; the third in German. The 
second in particular aroused keen interest and was followed by a brief 
but lively discussion. Professor Obbink advanced the novel theory that 
Adam was understood by the narrator as having already eaten repeatedly 
of the Tree of Life before his expulsion from the Garden, The Tree was 
placed in the middle of the Garden expressly in order that it might be 
easy of access, and the man and woman were thought of as having 
repeatedly eaten its fruit. together with that of other trees without 
realising its special property of conferring immortality. | 
_ Professor Volz put forward the view that the Decalogue in its original. 
form was definitely the work of the historical personage whom we knew 
as Moses, and that the ideas of Moses about the Deity stood clearly 
distinguished from those of Egyptian, Babylonian, or primitive religion 
in four ways. The four points in question were the insistence on thie one- 
ness of the Divine power, the prohibition of images of the Deity, the 
stress laid on ethical obedience, and the freedom from any ideas of religion 
involving priestly mediation or worship through nature. These Mosaic 
ideas quickly became obscured and overlaid with a mass of traditional 
accretions and of primitive custom, but were partially cleared asain by 
the leaders of the Deuteronomic revival under Josiah.

ANNUAL MEETING, 


A Deficit of ‘Nearly £1,500. 


The annual meeting of the-Yeshiba Ktz Chaim. was held on Sunday 
at the Institution, ‘Thrawh Street. 


\ir. W. WacuMan, the. President,. presided, and in moving the adoption 
of the report, said that the many improvements in the institution that 
had hoped for when he first took office as President had now. been achieved. 
At the last generalmeeting In 1924 he had announced that they had purchased 
building and had taken upon their shoulders: the liabihty for £10,000. 
They had deferred calling their annua! meeting since that time-as they wished 
to be able to report considerable progress regarding the new building. .They 
had worked yery-hard to find the money and now. they were holding the 
rst general meeting in the new building. Although the greater part. of the 
money for the building was paid for they still owed the bankers £1,000. 
From the appeal made to the community towards the building fund the 
received £4,000, and £6,600 was received from the City Corporation in respect 
of the old building. They now had as their Principal, Rabbi’ Lapian of 
Kelma, who was well-known: on, the Continent for -his great learning. He 
had proved his worth during. the short time he had with them, and had 
already made one or two éffective improvements. He had started a class 
for old students of the Yeshiba which met from half-past eight to ten in the 
eveniny. There was-an attendance of thirty and: they: hoped during the 
winter that the mumber would’ be doubled. Many of the older students 
now came to the Yeshiba at-eight-in the morning and, after:prayers, break- 
fasted togcther. This innovation had been introduced by the . Principal. 
in the short time that the Yeshiba had been established it could boast that 
it had trained on an average more ministers, teachers and shochelim than 
any other similar institution. ‘The large number of appointments of their 
students to congregations*proveéd that statement. - In addition to providing 
students who intended to become ministers with a thorough Jewish education 
thev also provided their fees for secular education. If they had more money. 
a greater number of students would benefit in this respect.. Mr..Wachman 
concluded his remarks by referring to the deficit of nearly £1,500. In view 
of the important work which the Yeshiba was doing he hoped that the 
community would help them to wipe out this debt. 

Mr. W. Scuirr, in seconding the adoption of the report, said that there 
were seventy all-day students attending the Yeshiba, which was a very 
ereditable thing. The London Jewish Community was envied by. many 
Continental Jewish Communities, because it had Rabbi Lapian as the prin-. 
cipal of its Yeshiba, i

To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—Mr, Harris in his létter to THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of the 30th 
ult.,.on the above subject, writes as Chairman of the Inter-University 
Jewish Federation of Great Britain and Ireland, and doubtless the 
observations therein contained must be regarded as being written for and 
on behalf of the Executive, as my friend throughout prefixes their 
expression by the word “we.” May I therefore, as a member of the 
Executive, point out that there are some statements in his letter which 
require amendment? Mr. Harris observes in reference to University 
Extension Lectures—‘“ two such courses were given at Manchester and 
Birmingham within the past year or two.” In point of fact the envisage. 
ment of the scheme at Manchester did not encompass ‘‘a course,” but the 
single lecture of a general public character. Mr. Harris omits any reference 
to the fact that in the previous session Liverpool held. a full course of 
six University Extension Lectures contemporaneous with the Birming: 
ham series. Mr. Harris further observes that “ the scheme for courses at 
other Universities had to be abandoned on account of financial difficulties.” 
This certainly does not-apply to Liverpool, where the course resulted in 
& small financial surplus, which has been held to ‘the credit of the 
administration expenses in connection with the University Extension 
Lectures on subjects of Jewish interest to be delivered in Liverpool 
during the coming session. Tue Jewish CHRONICLH is so largely utilised 
as a source for the material of Auglo-Jewish history that it seems only 
right that the beginnings of what promises to be an interesting educational 
movement should be accurately recorded, and I am sure my friend would 
Wish this to be the case.— Yours faithfully,

From Mr. ALEXANDER GOLLANCZ. 
Tothe Editor of THe JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
Sik,—Apropos the timely rejoinder of “ Dayan Lazarus and others” 
in your issue ofthe 23rd ultimo concerning ‘Jewish Adult Edneation,” I 
eannot refrain from mentioning that some years ago, when the occasion 
arose, I adumbrated a scheme whereby the old dews'’. College School 
should be revived for the express purpose of ultimately meeting the 


‘question under discussion. 


Over sixty years ago, 1 was myself a pupil for some years of the 
Jews’ College School. If my memory serves me well, I should say there 
were something like fifty pupils divided into classes, and it was under- 
stood that out of that number a fee of ten guineas per annum should. be 
paid for those lads not destined for the ministry. My father paid the 
fees, as it was not convenient, for economic reasons, that | should accept 
the. advantage of the higher education. I believe Mr. Selim Samuel.and 
myself are the only two survivors of the old Jews’ College School. . 


. What a splendid idea if such an education on a-modern present-day 


besis—““for the sons of gerntiomen the phrase usually- - 


brought’ into being again, and embodied, if not too late, in the Jews” 
College curriculum. 


If that could be arranged through the War Memorial, the fees could 
easily be adjusted by the authorities, but if such an institution would have. 
to be founded on entirely self- supporting lines, I feel sure, if correctly 
administered, it would result in a success in more senses than one. “A 
graduated scale of fees could be fixed, rising with the age of the »pupiis, 
who should be drawn -from such ‘surroundings as to be m a position fo 
continue their-course-of studies tik they-reach the age of nineteen-years— 
not for the purpose of becoming ministers or teachers (absolutely 
no ‘rivalry with Jews’ College), but as the nucleus of an. educated, 
cultured laity, subconsciously paving the way for the future well. 
being and gaidance of the community, by taking their due share in its 
adrhinistration, side by side with the commercial: pursuits they may 
become engaged in. Of course, we have educated lay workers in our 
midst who give of their best, but considering the expansion of the com- 
munity and the ever-increasing demands that constantly arise for its 
consideration, how many such lay workers are there whose education 
and culture command the esteem of the powers that be, or who feel 
themselves competent, to take their share in the necessary work await- 
ng them? Year by yearour ranks become sadly thinner, and unless 
something be done, and that quickly, on the lines I have but slightly 
indicated, we must tremble for the future. How salutary it would be if, 
in the years to come, we should be able to verify the ‘words so 
aptly and truly stated by the learned. and popular President of the 
Union of Young Israel Societies—Dayan Lazarus—and others, viz., 
that “the future of young Jewry is not bounded by the four 
walls of a university, just as a university is not the sole repository 
of true culture.” Primarily I am thinking deeply and sorely troubled 
about the Jewishness of the future, and if, ‘during my pilgrimage 
on earth, I have contributed ever so little towards safeguarding 
its great ideals and its future maintenance, I feel I shall not have lived in 
vain. Thatis the underlying feeling in venturing my scheme, to which 
I have referred at the commencement of my letter, a scheme I have so 
much at heart.—Yours faithfully,

The Rev. A. A. Green at the City Temple. 


On Monday at the City Temple a number of addresses were given by 
members of different religious denominations on “ Appreciation of Christ- 
ianity.”” The addresses were limited to a duration of ten minutes. 

The Rev. A. A. Green, who spoke on Christianity from the Jewish aspect, 
said that it was not an casy undertaking to express in ten minutes the aspects 
of one great religion to the followers of another. Anything arlequate was, of 
course, out of all question. Yet it was possible to compress within a very 
short compass the enunciation of a few essential truths ore they appeared to 
him. Jews could never accept the principles upon which Christianity was 
founded and upon which it had been maintained, It was as well to state 
this with frankness, in view of a desire for theological approximation on the 
part of some earnest people. It could never be realised. The points of 
theological difference were too marked and too widely apart. He could not 
in ten minutes deal with them, nor would it serve any useful purpose to 
name them. ‘To attempt to do this in a few sentences would be fair neither 
to Judaism nor to Christianity. For all this, as a Jew, he would ask what did 
it matter whether, on points of theology, they saw or did not see eye to eye ? 
Looking around at the representatives of SO many divergent faiths, he dared 
to sav. with Kuenen: “ All sincere religion is true religion, and must attain 
its beneficent end.” 

Most creeds of the world owed their vitality not to the miracles associated 
with their genesis, but to the greater miracle of their survival and their con- 
tinuity and the place they had maintained in the belief of their adherents, 
in their lives and in their character. 

Further and correspondingly, not the least evidence of anything Divine 
in their purpose had been their ability to survive the mistakes of many of 
their teachers and the conduct of many of their professing followers, In 
this respect he might say, at once, that the Jews held neither Christ nor 
the Christian religion responsible for the contribution made, in their name, 
to the blood and tear-stained long drawn-out epic of Jewish suffering. He 
only asked Christians to understand this: If the one day of Calvary was 
enough to found one great religion, could they not realise what the Calvary 
of nearly 2,000 years’ duration had meant to the Jew and to the faith for 
which it had been endured? As regards the great religious purpose that 
sought to turn men to God and to bind them to each other in human and 
humane fellowship, it appeared to him that there was but one religion for 
them all, though there might be—and apparently must be—many different 
and differing creeds. Jews recognised all that was high and noble in the 
life and in the teaching of the great Jew of Nazareth. They had, without 
jealousy, seen Christianity identify itself to such great degree with civilisa- 
tion and beneficence in the world. All they would hope was that Christians 
would rise, in greater numbers than they did, to the teachings of their faith 
and the potentialities of its influence. The day after the morrow would be 
the Jewish Day of Atonement. He would take one sentence from a prayer 
that was offered by Jews on that day. It could be found on page 239 of their 
Authorised Prayer Book: ‘“ And now, O Lord our God, impose Thine awe 
upon all Thy works and the fear of Thee upon all whom Thou hast created, 
and may they all form one single band to do Thy will with a perfect heart.” 
What, asked Mr. Green, was anyone's individual creed compared with such a 
universal purpose, except that it should make such men and women of those 
who believed in it that it could make their lives some contribution, however 
small, to its ultimate attainment.

Sybil Thorndyke, Dr. A. D. Jilla, Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, and Mrs. Annie 
Besant.

To the Editor of Tae JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sir,—In your issue of September 80th, there appears; a letter 
over the signature of Sir Hermann Gollancz which wil! doubtlegg 
puzzle a great many persons besides myself, Sir Herman complaing 
that certain reports are being spread to the effect that th» ledera. 
tion of Jewish Relief Organisations has failed to sup opt the 
O.Z.E., and adds to his letter a report from the audito,y showin 
that certain considerable payments have been made to t},.. O.Z.F 
though the form of the statement is perhaps a little unfortyy ‘ 
and I will refer to this later. 

I find myself in a somewhat curious position ; I am Vico-Progi, 
dent of the 0.Z.E., President of its English Branch, the Jowisy 
Health Organisation of Great Britain, and Patron of the Federation 
of Jewish Relief Organisations, and am, therefore, involved indirectly 
in the issue raised. 

In the first instance, as President of the Jewish Health Orgapj. 
sation, and Vice-President of the O.Z.E., I would atui- most 
emphatically that no rumours or suggestions of any nature \ hatso. 
ever depreciating the activities of the Federation of Jewis! Relies 
Organisations have ever been made by any officer or, as far as | 
know, by any responsible member of either of these Organisations, 
As Patron of the Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations, | cannot 
but express my surprise that Sir Hermann should have writ 1 thig 
letter without first bringing the matter to my notice, and ascertain. 
ing whether there was any foundation whatever for his alleged 
statements, seeing my intimate relation with all of the bodies 
concerned. Sir Hermann Gollancz has gone into some detail in 
regard to.the contributions which his Organisation has made 
towards the 0O.Z.E. As an officer of that institution, | cladly 
express my gratitude for that help, and I may be pardoned if | take 
it as no small testimony to the work we have done in Europe, when 
I learn from Sir Hermann that rather more than 50 per cent. of the 
money voted by his Organisation for medical relief was actually 
spent by the O.Z.E. towards the maintenance of its many hospitals 
and clinics. There could be no better testimony than this to the 
high consideration in which the O.Z E. is rightly held. 

There is one small point in which Sir Hermann’s letter and the 
auditor's report are a little misleading: the periods under which 
grants have been made are lumped together, and that from April, 
1925, to September, 1927, shows a grant to the O.Z.E. of £458 |s. 4d. 
This sum, however, includes a payment of £195 made direct to the 
O.Z.E’s. medical institute at Kovno, for the maintenance of which 
the O.Z.E, itself found £4,000 during the same period. As a matter 
of fact no money was received directly by the O.Z.E. from his 
Organisation in either of the years 1926 or 1927, and it is this lack 
of support, and the fact that other bodies, such as the Jewis!: War 
Victims’ Fund, have ceased to operate, which has occasioned the 
great distress in Eastern Europe, and which the appeal the 0.Z.E. 
is now making, it is hoped, will relieve. Indeed, I would remind 
Sir Hermann that so late as June, 1926, we did make an urgent 
appeal to the Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations for help 
towards fifteen medical institutions, which we singled out because 
of their extreme need. Except that the letter was officially acknow- 
ledged, we have had no further answer to it to date. 

I would, Sir, assure you that were it not for the great respect 
Sir Hermann Gollancz rightly enjoys in our community, and for my 
intimate relationship with the bodies to which reference has been 
made in his letter, | would not have troubled to answer a /ctter 
based on such shadowy data. The letter, however, has been written 
at the moment when the O.Z.E.is making a desperate effort to 
collect funds so urgently required, a moment which, curiously 
enough, synchronises with the issue of an appeal under Sit 
Hermann’s own name on behalf of the Federation of Jewish lelief

The 
pnilding filled between 10.30 and 11, though there were stragglers who 
came in even after 11. These late-comers miss a good deal of the 
important part of the service, though I don’t suppose many of them 
realise this. Were itmot for the extra items, the Service of the Day 
would be considerably curtailed. As itis, itis somewhat long. A five- 
nour service, certainly ‘is a biggish affair. Even so, we have in this 
country cut outa goodly portion. of the Piyutim. But we still retain a 
fair number, and it must be admitted that the sentiment of not a few is 
wholly out of accord with our sentiments to-day. Take as an illustration 


the / yut translated on page 102 of the Davis-Adler Wachzor :— 
To Him who is feared a Crown will I bring, 
Thrice Holy each day acclaim Him my King ; 
At altars, ye mighty, proclaim loud his praise, 
And multitudes too may whisper his lays. 
Ye angels, ye men, whose wood deeds He records— 
Sing, He is one, He is good, our yoke is the Lord’s ! 
Praise. Him trembling to-day, His mercy is wide — 
“Ye who fear for His wrath — it doth not abide. 

This is hardly poetry of a high order. But the translator is not to 
blame: the original is possibly worse. Yet we go on reciting these com- 
positions, stretching out the Service to inordinate length. .Here and 
there certainly we have been blessed with a fine rendering, as for 
instance Mr. Zangwill’s “Highest Divinity”. (page 145 in Davis-Adler). 
But these are rare, and one cannot help feeling that to omit many more 
of the Piyutim and to. concentrate on the Prayers proper would shorten 
the service, reduce conversation in the Synagogue while the Piyutim are 
being scampered through, and possibly make for greater devotion. 


This is no reform. In, the first place, the Piyutim were introduced to 
take the place of oral instruction when oral instruction was forbidden by 
oppressive laws. Hence it .becomes a question of either Sermons or 
Piyutim. We should not,be expected to have both. In the secend place 
many accepted authorities have pronounced against Piyutim; let the 
testimony of two suffice: Abraham ibn Ezra and Maimoniies. 

In the afternoon I heard from three separate sources complaints of the 
morning's sermons. One preacher added injury to insult by so protracted 
an address that the service was not concluded until 1.15. One man 


remarked of the sermon he had heard: “I am reminded: of what Baassanio - 


said of Gratiano: ‘His reasons are as two grains of wheat hid in two 
bushels of chaff: you shall seek all-day ere you find them, and when you 


have them, they are not: worth the. search.’” Another declared that the . 
preaching gentry» seemed to think that congregations existed for them | 


and not they for the eongregations. 

Read Psalm 51 before retiring. 

Friday.—Not quite ‘so many people in synagogue as yesterday. 
Heemingly many folk observe only one day of the New Year. It does not 
appear to be generally known ‘that whereas the second days of the other 
Festivals.are not observed in Palestine, and that a case may be made out 
for their omission, the Second Day of New Year stands in a class apart. 
It is observed in Palestine; forthe theory is that the two days of the New 
Year are, as it were, one long day. 


The Stock Exchange column in THE TIMES opened with a curious 


_ announcement: “The absence of the Hebrew members—yesterday being 


the Jewish New Year festival—had a restricting effect upon Stock 
Exchange business yesterday.” “Hebrew members” needs to be 
corrected; Hebrew is the name of a language, Jews or Jewish is the 
term for the race. It is interesting to reflect how the social or religious 
customs of a narrow circle have their repercussions a good way beyond 


their immediate vicinity.- This extract from THE TIMEs is one illustra- © 


tion. Another is the increased volume of postal business handled during 
this week, resulting from the New Year’s Greetings sent by Jews to each 
other. I received a respectable number of such messages; one that 
came from New York brought an interesting enclosure. It was a state- 
ment issued in Albany, the capital of New York State, by the Governor, 
Alfred E. Smith, conveying the Season’s Greetings to his Jewish fellow- 
citizens. A remarkable document. The Jews, Governor ‘Smith pro- 
claims, “taught me that New Year’s Day should not be used solely for 
joyous celebration, but rather as an occasion for spiritual stock-taking, for 
humilty and repentance in order to improve our ways of living in the 
coming year.” A Jew would not have put it more felicitously. 


Read the Book of Amos before retiring. How this herdman could 
preach social morality! His sarcasm is delightful, especially when he 
addresses the “ Kine of Bashan,” or appeals to “ them that.are at ease in 
Zion,” the people who “sing idle songs to the sound of the viol.” 


Saturday.—The attendance in synagogue to-day contrasts with that 
of last Thursday. I wonder why the Solemn Season brings people to 
Synagogue. Prayers they do not say; mostly they talk ;.in.the majority 
Of cases the sermon does not mean much to them. Yet, why dothey 
come? Perhaps because they have an exaggerated notion of the. potency 
of these Days, heliexing that. they have some magiccharm. Bat they 
do come, and ‘that must suffice. We cannot afford to exclude the one-

When.the 
Holy Days break the back of the week, there is the need for iwwuch. 
adjustment in the weck’s work. Still, if the Holy Days do for one what 


Governor Smith, of New York State, says they should, the break is worth 
while. 


Found Psalm 42 very restfwl, at the conclusion of a busy day. 


Friday.—A very busy day. In-order to leave in the very early after- 
noon it was necessary to workywith intensity during the morning. On 
my way home on the Underground, I observed large numbers of co- 
religionists likewise hastening homeward. They seemed to be in a state 
of nervous tension, difficult to define exactly, but none the less apparent. 

Reached synagogue in good’ time. Why is it that so many people 
drive to synagogue for Kol Nidre? Have they eaten so much that they 
find they cannot walk? It is a mistake to eat too much in preparation 
for fasting. The fasting in itself is a good thing: both physically and 
morally ; physically, because it-affords the body a much needed rest ; we 
all tend to eat toomuch nowadays; morally, because the reduction of 
vitality makes our moral reactions ‘more ‘generous. A‘ fasting stomach 
produces a more considerate, a kindlier mind. We are not as puffed up 
hungry as we are satiated. When a man has had‘a good dinner, he feels 
pleased with himself and the world. Oa the Day of Atonement he ought 
to feel anything but smug satisfaction. Fasting is thus an excellent dis- 
%ipline. But if it isa discipline, why “I wish you well over the Fast”? 
I never could understand this iname greeting. What does it mean? No 
one has yet died as a result of Nem on the Day of Atonement, especially 
after a good meal before the Fast. If amyone is too weak or too ill to fast, 
the codes allow him to partake of food. Judaism does not desire to 
endanger life. Those who fast may, therefore, be assumed to be in good 
health. Therefore they will be none the worse for fasting. Indecd, they 
will be all the better. Why then “davish you wellover the fast?” Surely 
this is one of the communal! inanities that might well disappear. | 

Saturday.—I admire all those who remain in their places during the 
whole day. I admire those who remain standing all day. “ And ye shall 
afflict your souls ” : these latter surely do. Butis it quite necessary? Of 
course, if it helps them to find mental and spiritual peace, there is no 
more to be said. 

It -has occurred to me that many of the Day of Atonement piyitim 
contain maudlin sentiments, while the flattery addressed to the Deity 
sounds somewhat iscongrnous. Yet there are some few that are worthy 
of the occasion. The Reader's special prayer 278? WMS is one of them. 
I often wonder how much harm has been done. by PN 72M) by spreading 
false doctrines among Jews. Do we really believe in the recorded 
page, in the great trumpet which is blown, in the settling of the fate of 
men and of nations? Dowe believe in the decisions “who-by fire and 


who by water, who by famine amd who by wild beast, who by strangling 


and who by stoning”? If we were asked to answer the question honestly, 
should we approve of these sentiments? And would it be greatly 
iconoclastic to suggest that if this recital, product of medieval persecnu- 
tion and darkness, were omitted, it would be again? As material for 
the historian, the recital has great value; as a prayer, it is positively 
harmful. | 

I have often wondered also why even in orthodox synagogues more 
is not done to popularise the Abodah. As it is, the recital is hurried 
through with scant attention; it is perhaps the part of the afternoon in 
which restlessness is at its height. What objection can there be to a 
plain account by some competentperson of the whole of the ceremonial 
in the Temple? Interesting it is;in the hands of a skilful leader, ‘it 
might leave a most salutary impression. And then the story of the Ten 
Martyrs. That also suffers from the neglect of a bored congregation, 
counting the half hoursto the end. If only we had:a communal Synod of 
ministers and laymen which might consider suggestions such as these ! 
At present we do not obtain the maximum of benefit from the Day of 

The Fast ended punctually. As usual, conveyances were waiting to 
carry “home the tired souls an@‘bodies. . I cannot say I like the practice, 


save, of course, fer those who-live a good distance from the synagogue. 


But, for the majority, the walk home should be the final effort, com- 
pleting the joy of achievement. However, the masses think otherwise, 
and the masses that give colour to our religious life. At the end of 
these Ten Days of Return, I still think that colour drab. |

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German Hilfsverein Campaign. 
Extensive Relief Work Planned. 


The work of the Hilfsverein der Deutschen Juden, which was stopped 
asa result of the post-war economic crisis in Germany, is again to be 
resumed on a much more extensive scale. The organisation has issued 
a proclamation addressed to the Jews of Germany, and signed by, among 
others, its President, Dr. James Simon, Mr. Max Warburg, Dr. Bernhard 
Kahn, European Director of the “Joint,” and Rabbi Leo Back, Grand- 
master of the B'nai B'rith in Germany. 

The I/ilfeverein, says the report, considers the time opportune for the 
renewing of its former large scale relief activity. Oneof the main flelds 
of its endeavours will be the Jewish colonies in Russia, where the Russian 
authorities with the co-operation of the big Jewish relief organisations, 
are assisting the agricultural settlement of the Jews who, under pressure 
of economic necessity, are turning increasingly to agricultural and 
industrial work. 


Aims of Future Activity. 

The aims of the new campaign of the Hilfsverein were explained at a 
Press reception givenin Berlin last week by Dr. Simon. Representatives 
of the entire German Press were present as also of many big newspapers 
in other countries. 

Dr. Simon sketched the history of the Hilfsverein since its formation 
In-1901, dealing in particular with its political activities abroad and the 
relief work conducted during the war by the late Dr. Paul Nathan in 
association with Dr. Bernhard Kahn. He described the present work of 
the llilfsverein, which consists mainly of emigrant aid, the maintenance 
and education of orphan children, and assistance to forcign students. The 
Hlilfsverein, he said, was now planning to take up again its reconstruction 
work on behalf of the Jews in Eastern Europe and also in the Orient. 

Dr. M, Wishnitzer, the General Secretary of the Hilfevercin, who has 
just returned from his tour of inspection in the Jewish colonies in Russia, 
reported on the work among the Jews in that country. Emigration to 
the Western and overseas countries, he said, had been replaced in Soviet 
Russia by an internal migration movement which was made necessary 
by the economic transformation through which the Jews werc passing. 
The decision of the /lilfsverein to participate in the work had been received 
in Russia with gratification. ‘There was in the colonies a lack of hospitals, 
baths, schools, kindergartens and créches, and it was necessary to extend 
the workshops in the Jewish trade schools in the towns. German 
technical science would be able to help considerably in all these respects. 


Shechita Prohibition in Germany. 
Decision to be Postponed. 


The question of Shechita prohibition arose in the Thuringian Diet last 
weck, when Deputy von Bassewitz reported on behalf of the Commission 
appointed to investigate the matter. He said that the Jena Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals believed that the killing of animals 
without preliminary stunning was cruelty, and should, in its opinion, 
not be tolerated any longer. Article 135 of the Constitution of the Federal 
Republic, however, guaranteed to all citizens the unrestricted exercise 
of their religions, and since the question of Shechita was to be raised 
also inother German ‘States, he proposed that no definite attitude should 
be adopted on the question for the present, but that the Diet should 
confine itself to transmitting to the Government the memorandum of the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 

The Central Union of German Citizens of the Jewish Faith has 
started a campaign against the movement to bring about the prohibition 
of Shkechiia. In this connection Chief Rabbi Dr. Carlebach and Mr. Artur 
Schweriner, Syndicus of the Central Union, addressed a big public 
meeting of protest, attended by nearly a thousand people, last week at the 
High School in Hamburg. 


Berlin Jewish Community Presidium.

“ Liberals’ Decline Representation. 


The Board of the Berlin Jewish Community, which was formed about 
eighteen months ago, has just elected its Presidium, which includes Privy 
Councillor Dr. Julius Stern, of the Religious (Centre) Party, as President ; 
Dr. Alfred Klee, of the Jewish People’s (Zionist) Party, First Vice-Presi-. 
dent ; and Mr. Moritz-A. Loeb, of the Conservative Religious Party, Second 
Vice-President. 

At the last election, the “Liberal” Party, which had held unbroken 
sway over the Jewish community since its recognition by the Government 
in 1854, failed to secure a majority and declined to be included in the 
Presidium. 

The Opposition, which fought the election on the slogan “ Break the 
Domination of the ‘Liberal’ Party,” returned eleven members tothe Board: 
eight Zionists, two members of the Religious (Centre) Party, and one 
member of the Conservative Religious Party; while the “Liberal” Party 
only returned ten members. The “Liberals” disputed the validity of the 
election and lodged a complaint with the Government, who held an 
investigation and declared the election valid. It was, however, not till 
more than a year after the election that the decision was given, and the 
Board was consequently unable to hold any meetings until recently,

SERMON FOR THE WEEK.

“That your generations may know. . .”"—Levitieus 12 

The change in outlook from the penitential season to the Harvest 
Festival is sudden and somewhat startling. That the cry of the repentans 
sinner can so soon give way to the glad shouts of those that mak, holiday, 
seems to imply an inconsistency in our treatment of religious em {oy It 
is perhaps due to thoughts such as these that among the joyful celebra. 
tions of Tabernacles there still persist some of the more solemn tones of 
the O'N2-0'D' notably in the MYON, and that certain daysof the estiyay 
such as Hoshana Rabbah and the Eighth Day recall the atmosphere y sya) 
to the penitential season. These more solemn tones may hay: hee 
introduced to teach us to “rejoice with trembling,” lest our Harvest 
Festival should degenerate into a revelry of an undesirabje 
character. The Jewish life itself is such a "strange adinixture 
of joy and sorrow, so much a blending of comedy and tragedy 
that not much argument is necessary to justify an endeavour to 
obtain religious inspiration from both these opposite emotions of the 
human heart. Nor can the human mind bear for too long the intense 
attitude of the penitent sinner or the constant thought of the |)ivine 
displeasure. ‘For I will not contend for ever, neither will I be always 
wroth : the spirit would fail before me and the souls which I have made,” 
Indeed it is the real lesson of Atonement that the reconciliation () «{ hag 
been accomplished should carry with it the deepest joy. “Then thon 
shalt delight thyself in the Lord,” 

Tabernacles not only follows Atonement, it precedes winter. It is 
the culmination of the ingathering ; the harvest ofthe earth and the 
harvest spiritual. The Succah is the emblem of change. It offers 


a striking contrast between the permanent and the temporary. Its 
structure is frail; it is exposed to the exigencies of stormy autumn days, 
We leave the solid safety and comfort of our usual abode, and trust our- 
selves within a fragile hut. Scripture gives us as the object of the lesson 
that later generations might know the difficulties encounterc! by 
Israel's pioneers, for whom God provided an all-sufficient protection in 
much harder circumstances than many of us are called upon to cuidure. 


The lesson carried to its logical conclusion conveys a. warning to us to 
remember that what seems to us permanent, carries within itsc\f the 
elements of change and decay. God alone can make us well 
in safety. For underneath always are the everlasting Arms, 
God's providence extends to all the changes and accidents of 
human life, adverse as well as prosperous, sorrowful as wel! as 
joyful. So says the Preacher, whose words also we read upon this 
restival. ‘In the day of prosperity be thou content, and in the day 
of adversity remember, God made this as well as that.” He afiirms 
that both this and that "—both adversity and prosperity—are “made” 
and sent by God, that the unhappy and afflicted ‘stand within the circle 
of His providence, as well as the fortunate and successful. Koleleth, 
who has tried all the extremes of fortune in his search for the ultimate 
good, suggests that both prosperity and adversity have their peculiar 
dangers. He leaves us to imply that it would not be good if God were to 
permit us to be too long exposed either to the one or to the other; that it 
is of His goodness that we are exposed to the uncertain winds of change. 
Those who prosper and grow rich are in constant danger of losing (leir 
love for quiet, simple pleasures, for mental culture, for spiritual ser- 
vice. They may be engaged in so eager a pursuit of great wealth, or 
higher position, or wider influence, that they are not satisfled with 
such things as they have, or inclined to use them to noble purpose. 
When thus prosperity makes blind eyes, and ears that cannot hear, 
God's providence may take away the cause that has made what should 
have been a blessing into a bane. Prosperity may pass away and give 
men chance to learn what humble content may do for a human heart, 
Then may one learn that a man’s life does not consist in the abundance 
of the things which he possesses, but in the cheerful service of God and 
man. On the other hand there is a danger of the constant experience 
of adversity, the danger of despair. He who islong steeped in penury oF 
disappointment or defeated hope is apt to forget that the |)ivine 
providence is watching over him, no less than over the lucky, the 
successful and the opulent, No peril is more threatening to the 
spiritual life than the bitter self-despair and self-contempt that at times 
torment the man for whom the world seems to have no work, 
place, nouse, And therefore, in His great mercy God often relieves our 
dejection and recovers us from our misery. The darkness of our sorrow 
grows bright with stars of hope. The night of weeping gives place to the 
song of dawn. What is the meaning of these changes whether for good 
or ‘evil, that we cannot either foresee or influence? Surely that wé 
may put our trust in God, who made this as well as that, who hides the 
future from us, that we may commit our way to Him. This is the moral 
of change, that we may learn thereby to “rest in the Lord and walt 
patiently for Him.” §0 by smiles or by frowns, by prosperity 
adversity, God compels us to look up at Him. Thus does He use 
us to rise to the height of our nature, to find a place deeper t!42 
we sought, a happiness more perfect than that at which we aimed. For 
God would make men of us—true men, good and {strong. So ‘docs He 
train us for His service—now by the stripes of adversity, now by tbe si!'s 
of prosperity. Thus may the generations know how He did house ou! 
fathers in the wilderness, Some commentators say that the word m3 
denotes the actual tents in which they rested on their desert ma'c!

Jews in Turkey. 


Travelling Restrictions Withdrawn. 


[From our Correspondent.) CONSTANTINOPLE. 
In connection with the recent campaign against the Jews in Turkey 
and the proclamations calling upon the people to boycott Jews as un- 


Sabbath 1278", Deuteronomy xxxii. 

Verse 1. “Give ear, ye heavens.” The exordium of this magnifi- 
cent poem has been interpreted in different ways. According to the 
modern view it is a rhetorical apostrophe to the entire Universe 
to listen to the words which are about to be uttered. Such invota- 
tions are common in the prophetical literature, and illustrations 
will be found in Isaiah I., 2, xxxiv., 1, Micah I., 2, vi., 1f. The 
Rabbinic view, on the other hand, which is adopted by the Jewish 
commentators, is that the heavens and earth were called upon to act 
as witnesses, as in xxx., 19, for two purposes. Should the Israelites 
at any time deny that they had entered into a covenant with God, 
the everlasting heavens and earth would be indestructible witnesses 
against them. And further, from the heavens and earth would come their 
punishment in the event of disloyalty ; as it is written, “ The anger of 
the Lord will be kindled against you, and He will shut up the heavens, so 
that there will be no rain, and the earth will not yield her fruit” (xi.,.17). 
ibn Ezra mentions, without accepting, a comment of Saadya to the effect 
that “ heavens” means the angels and “earth ” mortal beings. 

Verse 2° “My doctrine . . . my speech.” The Sifre and others 
regard these words as a reference to the Torah. As the rainesand dew 
have a refreshing and vivifying effect upon vegetation, so the teachings 
of the Torah would imbue Israel with vitality. But it is more natural to 
apply the terms to the moral which is to be impressed upon the people in 
the course of the address that follows. “Doctrine” ("P>) is derived by 
Ibn Ezra and most moderns from the root MP? in the sense of “ that which 
one receives from another.” It may, however, come from the idea of 
“capturing,” and so the noun may indicate that which seizes the imagina- 
tion or intellect. In Proverbs vii. 21, it denotes the seductiveness of the 
wanton and in xvi., 21, of the same Book the persuasiveness of honeyed 
words. 

“Small rain.” This is the only place in the Bible where the Hebrew 
word occurs in this sense, and its etymology is obscure. Rashi connects 
it with a similar word meaning “storm,” and refers to the rendering of 
the Targum, “the winds of rain.” The Sifre likewise explains it as ‘* the 
east wind.” Ibn Ezra’ suggests that it indicates ‘‘fine rain,’’ and the 
parallelism supports the idea although it cannot be definitely established. 

Verse 3. “For I will proclaim the name of the Lord.” These words 
6xpress the whole purpose of the poem. The clue to the correct meaning 
of this phrase is the similar expression in Exodus xxxiv., 5, where it is 
followed by a delineation of God's attributes. “Name” in Hebrew, 
especially when applied to God, does not signify designation but essence 
or character. So here the speaker’s intention is to make clear to Israel 
the nature of God as manifested by His relationship with His people in 
the past; and at the outset he sums up the dominant sensation which is 
Created by such an investigation, viz., a sense of the “ greatness ” of God. 

Verse 4. “The Rock.” The main problem which the speaker is 
attempting to solve is the varied character of Israel's experiences 
in the recent past. The lot of the people had not been consistently 
happy, as might have been expected by the chosen race under the protec- 
tion of an omnipotent God. Was He, then, unreliable? The answer 
to such a question is forcibly given in the figure under which He 
is here imaged. God is “the Rock,” firm and unshakeable, the unfailing 
refuge from the storm-tossed sea of life. He is stable, however changing 
had been the fortunes of the people. ‘“ His work is perfect,” that means 
His government of;the world and His dealings with His creatures (compare 
Isaiah y., 12; Psalm xxviii., 5) are without fault, The explanation of the 
bitter experience undergone by Isracl must not be sought in any defect in 
Him.

TURKISH APOLOGY FOR ANTI-SEMITISM. 


A delegation of prominent doctors, lawyers and business men of 
Smyrna has expressed to the Jewish leaders of the town their regret at 
the hostility of certain sections of the people and their indignation at the 
recent anti-Jewish manifestations. A subsequent discussion centred 
round the strengthening of friendly intercourse between the Jewish and 
Moslem populations in order to promote the “ Turkisation” of the Jewish 
elements. 

Several prominent Jews of Constantinople have formed an organisa- 
tion for the spreading of a knowledge of the Turkish language among Jews. 
Measures will be adopted for securing the use of Turkish as the language 
of instruction in all Jewish schools, the opening of adult evening classes 


in Turkish and the popularising of Turkish as the language of the Jewish 
masses of the country. 


F orthcoming Schwarzbard Trial. 
Professor Dubnow’s Appeal. 


The Ukrainian paper, RopNoJ KRAtI, publishes a front-page appeal to 
Ukrainians, issued by the Committee for the Defence of Petlura, asking 
for financial contributions to rehabilitate Petlura’s name in connection 
with the Schwarzbard trial, which opens about the middle of October. 
The Schwarzbard defence, the appeal says, has big funds, while the 
Ukrainians are unable to find the money to bring to Paris the most 
important witnesses. 

The Ukrainian paper, LE TRIDENT, notes with approval a report of a 
big insurrectionary movement which is said to be developing in the 
Ukraine, and is of a national and anti-Jewish character. 

Professor Dubnow has addressed a letter from Berlin to the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency, in the course of which he appeals to the entire Jewish 
people to help the Defence Committee to show the world the facts of the 
*‘most horrible tragedy in Jewish history.” 

About thirty-five Jewish witnesses will appear for the defence at the 
trial, and not one hundred, as was previously reported. ‘There will be 
thirty witnesses for the prosecution, including cight Ukrainian leaders, 
Advocate Torres has invited Dr. Silberfarb, the President of the Ort in 
Poland, and a former Minister for Jewish Affairs in Ukraine, to give 


evidence at the trial. Dr. Silberfarb will leave Warsaw for Paris next 
week. 


League of Nations and Jewry.

- Summary of Problems Discussed. 


The Eighth Session of the Assembly of the League of Nations has 
been concluded, and Mr. Lucien Wolf, who was at Geneva with Mr. 
J. M. Rich to watch Jewish interests, on behalf of the Joint Foreign 
Committee, the Alliance Israélite and the Jewish Colonisation Association 
(Ica), is taking a short cure at Aix-les-Bains before returning to London, 

Except in the matter of the Russian Refugees, the Assembly and its 
various Commissions have not been directly concerned with any Jewish 
questions, but Mr. Wolf availed himself of the opportunity of discussing 
pending Jewish and Minorities questions with the officials of the 
Secretariat, diplomatists and delegates. Among the matters thus dealt 
with are the qualifications of candidates for membership of the Council, 
the procedure for giving effect to the League's guarantees of the 
Minorities Treaties, the problem of the sfaatenlose, the Roumanian 
Memorandum on the Jewish Question, the grievances of the Jews of 
Salonika, and the numerus clausus law in Hungary. 


Reported. Bulgarian Pogrom. 


News Banned by Censor. 


[From our Correspondent. | VIENNA, 


A report from Bulgaria states that news has just been revealed of 
another pogrom in Plavdiff organised, on 29th August, by reserve officers 
and members of the Fascisti Organisation, the Rodna Zastchita (Defence 
of the Fatherland). At the beginning of August a Paris report gave 
details of a serious anti-Jewish riot in the same city. On 29th August, it 
is stated, the rioters assaulted and thrashed a number of Jews and 
demolished the furniture in many Jewish houses. ‘The indignation of the 
Jews against the rioters and police who failed to protect them ran very 
high, but the rigid censorship that has been exercised until now prevented 
the publication of the news. 


Hungarian Deportations Begin 
Many Jews Affected. 


Deportation proceedings have been started against 2,800 persons, who 
were arrested and are being held in custody in connection with the recent 
raids on aliens, carried out in the North-Eastern parts of Hungary. 
A large proportion of the arrested aliens are Jews.

Viennese Jew's Crime. 

A pensioned railway official of Vienna named Schaechter attacked 
wife with an axe in the corridor of the Synagogue where they were 
attending service on the second day of Rosh Hashanah, The woman was 
severely cut about the head and is lying in hospital in a critical 
condition. Schaechter, who has been arrested, states that he wanted 
to kill his wife because she was a miser and refused to give him food.

Failure 
to do. so might: entail. misfortune. and, therefore, it. would be not only 
permissible but advisable that the Jews. should welcome their Majesties 
at Tetuan on the Day of Atonement. There is a.precedent for this 
action, fer in 1888 Mulai Hassan, then Sultan of Moreceo, entered Tangier 
on the Day of Atonement and was. officially welcomed by the Jewish 
population.

CONGRESS DELEGATION REPORT.

The President of the Federation, Mr. PHILIP GUEDALLA, was in the chair. 

Mr. GUEDALLA, in the course of his address, said that there was a 
noticeable tendency in the Congress mind—the general Zionist mind 
—to belittle the importance and the value of English Zionism. 
It was a very general tendency and one which with the approval 
of his Delegation he resolved to do his best to correct. Because 
a tone which he thought was not very helpful, was used to address 
the British Government by one of the best friends of Zionism in the 
United States, Dr. Wise, he (Mr. Guedalla) tried to make it plain that 
that tone was not altogether a-helpful one. His remarks had left no 
resentment in Basle. It seemedto have left no resentment anywhere 
except in a corner of a newspaperin London. He was afraid he did not 
read the papers quite as carefully as he should because he wrote in them. 
“Nothing,” said Mr. Guedalla, “will ever tempt me to reply to a 
personal attack.” But there was one allegation that had been made that 
he did resent very deeply, because it was an allegation not against him 
but against the -Federation.. An anonymous gentleman, writing 
over one of those Latin signatures that so rarely accompany a 
classical education, was very angry with him because he Said, as 
he persisted in saying, that Zionists in England had got cast upon 
them a very heavy burden and the very real responsibility of 


- 


being the sentries and guardians of the Mandate. His anonymous friend 
was angry, because he said, “This is not done at all by the English 
Zionist Federation; it is all done by Dr. Eder, Mr. Israel Cohen, Mr. 
Leonard Stein, and Councillor Finburgh, M.P.” He (Mr. Guedalla) said 
‘that English Zionists were the sentries of the Mandate. He knew of no 
better English Zionists than Dr. Eder, Mr. Israel Cohen, Mr. Leonard 
Stein or Councillor Finburgh,. M.P., and he was obliged to this gentleman 
for helping him to make clear what he had said, and he did Say that 
those of them who believed in this cause in this country had got to be, 
whether they liked it or not, the sentries of the Mandate. He resented 
attacks on the Federation because he ventured to think that it dia its 
best. 

Mr. HArry SACHER, in the course of a statement on the future 
policy to be pursued by the new Executive, said that the reason 


why Congress made up its mind to constitute the Executive 
for this occasion in a somewhat novel form, was because every 
member present fully understood that the situation required a 


special remedy. One of the difficulties of the Executive in Palestine 
hitherto, was that it was not homogeneous in constitution. Too 
much of the members’ time and energy was taken up in convin ing 
one another and overcoming one another's objections. Too often they had 
from the very fact of their composition to form resolutions which repre- 
sented at best a compromise and satisfied entirely the wishes and tho 
opinions of not one sing’e member. “Some misconception,” said Mr. 
Sacher, “has arisen as ts the spirit in which this new Palestine Executive 
or this Palestine section of the Executive conceives its task. There ara 
some people who say that this Executive really represents capitalistic 
forces and represents something like a declaration of war upon Labour. 
Take it from me that that is not only foolish ; it is also very 
pernicious. For my own part, | am prepared to adopt any school 
of economics or politics which will guarantee the building up of a Jewish 
National Home in Palestine.” (Applause.) The two years ahead of 
them were not atime of action; they were at best a time for consolida- 
tion. They must cxamine the work they had done, and were doing, and 
introduce such changes as might be necessary in order to strengthen and 
secure. During the two years that are in front of us, whether we have 
the means and whether we can extend the work, depends upon the 
Jewish people, and so far as this country is concerned it depends upon 
you here and upon all the other Jews who are not here. But we can and 
must prepare and clear the way for further constructive work after the 
work of sanitation and consolidation has been finished. . 

Professor BRODETSKY, in the course of his address, said that he was 
convinced that the only way to solve such problems as interested 
them in connection with the Congress, was to have these matters 
discussed in between Congresses. If they wanted to reform the Zionist 
Organisation it was their business to start discussing resolutions and 
pressing them on the spot. Zionism needed overhauling from the point 
of view that Zionists themselves had forgotten what Zionism really was, 

The other speakers were the Rey. J. K. Goldbloom, Mr. Hooberman 
and Mr. Schen. 

On the motion of the Rev. M. L. Perlzweig, a vote of thanks was 
accorded to the speakers. 


From Dr. M. D. EDER. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sirn,—Monday night's mecting of the English Zionist Federation at 
Kingsway Hall was bewildering and discouraging to the audience (of 
whom I was one), lowering to the cause of Zionism in this country, and 
dangerous to effort in this country for our Jewish Palestine. We London 
Zionists looked forward to this meeting to initiate the New Year's 
campaign, and hoped the result of this mass meeting would be to stir us 
into greater effort and to arouse a new enthusiasm for the National Home. 

We wanted some picture of the great issues at the Congress and of the 
steps Congress had taken to resolve the present extremely difficult 
position in Fretz Yisrael. 

Faced in Palestine with an economic problem unparalleled since our 
work had begun, one bound to have its repercussion in the political 
sphere, the Chairman and the English delegates to the Congress 
who spoke Monday night could give us nothing better than an account, 
inaccurate at that, of some of the minor incidents of the Congress, 
and of the motives which led this or that delegate to vote, or 
to abstain from voting, for some person or othcr. These laboured 
explanations were doubtless extremely interesting to the gentlemen 
themselves, to their familics, and probably to their local societies. We, 
the audience, were not invited to a debate or to a discussion, but to a 
public meeting. We wanted something that would iuspire us, as the 
Congress certainly did inspire most of those who were present, to go forth 
and labour with renewed zeal for our. great’ cause. The’ Palestine 
Executive, Miss Szold, Colonel Kisch, Mr, Sacher, have taken office with 
a full sense of the task confronting them, realising that they stand more 
to lose than to gain in reputation by taking office under these conditions. 

We might have expected from the speakers some measure of gener- 
ous tribute to Miss Szold, who at the age of sixty-seven had the courage 
to take this burden upon herself, to Mr. Sacher, who gives up a life of 
independence and comparative ease for their thankless task, to Colonel 
Kisch, who forgoes for himself and his flancée the year of leisure the law 
of Moses gives to the newly married. 

Hardly a word was said as to what are the present-day problems in 
Palestine which the Executive is facing (except from Mr. Sacher him- 
self). Nothing but some carping criticism was given of the three persons, 
who have hardly begun their work, who have shown their courage and 
their devotion to Zionism by stepping into the breach at this juncture. 

No wonder that the dispirited andience melted away as the spiritless 
speeches proceeded ; no wonder that the few who remained to the end 
converted the Hatikvah into a funeral dirge. I trust to find an early 
opportunity, not only of correcting the many inaccuracies of Monday night’s 
speakers, but also to bear witness to the fact that the Congress, and 
especially the Labour Party at the Congress, set a magnificent example 
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by Monday night’s meeting. It is our duty tosupport their work in Palestine 
by every means in our power; it is a duty I feel confident the Zionists 
ghroughout this country will fulfil.—Yours, etc.

Mr. Amery on Britain and Palestine, 
ADDRESS TO SOUTH AFRICAN ZIONISTS. 


As has already been briefly reported in Taz Jewish CHRONICLE, a 
reception to Mr. Amery, Secretary of State for the Colonies, was given by the 
South African Zionist Federation at Johannesburg on September 9. 

Recounting how he had come to be interested in the Zionist movement, 
Mr. Amery said that it was Sir Mark Sykes who had endeavoured to enlist 
his sympathy in this matter. At the outset his interest was chiefly given to 
the military aspect of the question. He felt that the safety of Britain’s main 
line of world communications through the Suez Canal could only be assured 
if there were a strong, prosperous Palestine to the north ; and the obvious 
deduction was that it was only by enlisting the sentiment and the interest of 
the Jews throughout the world that they could make sure of bringing that 
prosperity to a country which centuries of misgovernment and neglect had 
made derelict. The next point of view from which he started was that of the 
whole Middle East, which had now come into a new position in the world, 
creating new problems and reviving new nationalism. He felt that the best 


hope of bringing that Fast into touch and understanding with the Western 
world was to revive again that 


CIVILISING INFLUENCE AND LEADERSHIP 


which the Jews exercised in that part of the world in the past. Then he 
became interested in the effect of the creation of a National Home in Palestine 
upon Jewry at large. All realised that only a small proportion of the Jews 
scattered over the world could ever find a home for themselves in a little 
country like Palestine. What he felt was that it was not so much a solution 
of the problem of where the Jews would live, but rather a contribution to the 
problem of how they should live, wherever they lived in the world. There 
was no reason why the Jew, wherever he lived, should not be a better and 
prouder citizen because he felt that in that ancestral country which had been 
the cradle of some of the greatest ideas that had affected the history of man- 
kind, at any rate a portion of his people should be living there, living in 
freedom, developing their own culture, their own institutions, speaking, 
indeed, if they would, their own ancient, resonant language, and in doing so 
playing a part not so much in introducing a new political nationalism to the 
world, but rather in making more throughout the world of the great qualities 
of the Jewish people. “It is in that spirit,” said Mr. Amery, “ that the 
British Government and the British people undertook in the Mandate a 


responsibility which was by no means an easy one. Make no n-ista’é. It 
has been 


NO LIGHT TASK 


to reconcile the different aspects of the Balfour Declaration, our obligation ta 
protect the Arab population of the country, our consideration for what it 
practical and possible in the administration of afiairs in the Near East, 
There are many who at the outset entertained extravagant visions of what it 
might be possible to do in a few years in Palestine—visions which wou'd never 
have been entertained by anyone concerned in any colonisation or setil ment 
policy even in an empty country, still less any country peopled already by an 
active, intelligent population full of a very keen national spirit ; and tho 
result of these difficulties, the exaggerated hopes on the one side, and the 
exaggerated panic among a large section of the Arab population on the other 
side, undoubtedly did 2 good deal in the early years to create grave doubts 
and misgivings in a large section of the British public as to whether our 
undertaking had been justified. Well, I can assure you that the policy of the 
British Government in Palestine, and of administrators like Sir Herbert 
Samuel and Lord Plumer—the policy which, while carrying out faithfully the 
Mandate, also gives every consideration to the legitimate aspirations, end 
even the fears, of the older population—has been successful at any rate in 
overcoming any doubts or misgivings in the British people at home. Some of 
you may have thought that progress has not been so rapid as it might have 
been. At any rate, you have got the whole British nation behind 
THE FAITHFUL EXECUTION OF THE MANDATE, 

No change in party politics in England is likely to have the slightest efiect 
upon the continuity of the administration of Pelestine. And you will have 
also, what is at least os important, a cordial and better understanding of the 
whole matter by the Arab population itself.” Mr. Amery said that he did 
not mean to convey that there was not still a great deal of opposition in many 
sections of the more active political elements amcng the Arabs to the Mandate. 
But that opposition was of a very different character to what it once was. 
** You know well enough,” he said, “ how difficult it would be to establish 
any sort of free institution at the present moment. But we have begun to 
establish municipal institutions, and one of the most satisfactory signs of 
sound progress is the fact that when the municipal elections were held in 
Jerusalem a few months ago the extreme nationalists were casily defeated bv 
a combination of the moderate Arabs with the Jews in a progressive policy for 
the actual municipal working of Jerusalem. Therefore, I do believe that 
we have been wise in building soundly even if we have had to build slowly.” 
In conclusion, Mr. Amery said that the British administration in Palestine, 
while anxious to be careful not to offend the susceptibilities or prejudice the 
interests of any section of the population, while bound to take into considera- 
tion day by day all the practical administrative difficulties which one only 
saw when one was actually inside the administration, was still absolutely 
sincere and loyal in its determination to fulfil in the spirit and the letter the 
pledges given in Lord Balfour's name in 1917, repeated again in the Mandate, 
and, he thought, conscientiously carried out by everyone who had either held 


office in the British Government or who had worked in a responsible position 
in the Administration of Palestine.

To the Editor of Tue Jewisu CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—-It is hardly necessary to say how greatly the active interest shown 
by Col. Wedgwood in Palestine is appreciated by Zionists.all the world: over. 
Exception, however, may——and undoubtedly will—be taken to certain points 
raised in his letter to the Editor published in your issue of the 16th ult. 
His suggestion that. it should be made clear “‘that the ultimate goal of 
Zionism was that Palestine should be a self-governing Dominion within the 
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British Commonwealth,” while it may perhaps be advocated on grouns's of 
expediency, hardly consistent with the mandate. Col. Wedgwood is, 
no doubt, aware that one of the furidamental_ principles underlying the 
mandates system is that mandated areas do not legally form part of the 
territories of their respective mandatories. . In other words, they are wholly 
distinct entities from the point of view of international law, while it is at least 
open to question whether this is the case with the Dominions. The Jewish 
eyency will be ill-advised in taking up a-position incompatible with the very 
instrument to which it owes its creation. While it may—although not 
necessarily—enlist more Brith sympathy, it will lose the international 
guarantee provided in the mandate. 

It is to be borne in mind that the status of Palestine is regulated by the 
‘mandate, which includes provisions for the establishment of a National 
Home for the Jewish people. The National Home policy is thus part of the 
mandate, and anything that may suggest that this policy is inconsistent with 
the spirit of the mandates system should be avoided with particular care. 
‘As is well known, the question of the alleged inconsistency of the two parts 
of the Palestine mandate has been raised more than once, and repeatedly 
answered, mainly on the ground that both the Jewish National Home policy 
and the mandate, properly speaking, aim at the one-and same. object, of 
making Palestine ** able to stand alone.” 

As to the pledge which Col. Wedgwood suggests should be obtained from 
the British Government that no hasty grant of responsible government should 
be made to Palestine “ before the Western atid educated vote is large enough 
to ensure peaccable Jewish development,” such pledge is embodied in the 
obligation of the Mandatory to place the country “ under such political, 
administrative and economic conditions as will secure the establishment of 
the Jewish National Home ” (Art. 2 of the mandate). ~This has been pointed 
out on several occasions by the British Government itself, and a demand for 
a special pledge to some such efiect..might weaken the clear and definite 
implication of the above provision of the mandate. . Crown Colony govern- 
ment in Palestine—under the supervision of the League—seems for the time 
being to be quite consistent with the interests of Zionism, but there is a 
fundamental diterence between such government and the status of a Crown 
Colony which Palestine weuld automatically acquire if it is definitely laid 
down thet it is to form an integral part of the British Empire.

Relief for Palestine: Unemployment. 
“SCRAPPING THE “DOLE "SYSTEM. 
From JERUSALEM. 


One-ot the inuch-discugsed topics of the day in Palestine at present is 
commendable meusures taken. by Jewish national institutions for 


_ > providing work for the unemployed. ‘To such an extent has this absorp- 


‘tion in huge new public works proceeded, that in Haifa there are no more 
“doles” \being :—paid. to unemployed -workers, .all baving been found 


_ occupatiqn. This replacement of the unsatisfactory system of “dolcs” by 


constructive works is regarded as a step forward in economic condilions 
bere. 
Among the large works is the drainage of, and .water supply works in, 
-the westexn.and .eastern. Kishon districts near Haifa, where about 40 
unemployed are working. In addition, the-Fund4s erecting two large 
water reservoirs in Ataroth and Kiriath Anavim (Dilb), in the vicinity of 
jderusalem. These reservoirs will provide sufficient water for the settle- 
ments for the whole year round. ‘As th« Kishon works proceed, em ploy- 
ment will be provided for even larger numbers of workers. In this way, 
»fhe National Fund is considerably contributing towards the alleviation of 
unemployment in Palestine. 
The Palestine Zionist Executive has Jaunched its large construction 
programme by~starting works derusalem, Haifa and Afoleh An 
amount of £19,680 out of the’ Keren Hayesod funda is being allotted to 


the works in Jerusalem ; 450 workmen will be employed on these for a 


period of three to six months. The new residential quarter Bait V’ Gan 
(House and Garden) in the Western part of Jerusalem, received a loan of 
£3,000 for public works. A. further loan was granted for roads and 
buildings:and the commencement of the Merkaz Mischari (Commercial 
Centre) buildings. A loan of £15,000 has enabled the Hebrew Gymnasium 
in Jerusalem to erect part iof its new spacious quarters on a site in the 
Rehavia Quarter. 

The programme.of work in Haifa, Afoleh and district envisages a 
loan of ££50,000 dut of Keren Hayesod funds. Together with the drainaye 
works which the National Fund is. carrying out on the Kishon, this will 
provide work for 900 men. The works comprise. the erection of buildings 
in the following agricultural settlements : Kinnereth, Markenhoff, Beth- 
Alpha, Tel-Joseph, Ain-Harod, ‘Tel-Adas, Nagingad, Yadjur, Nachlath- 
Jacob, Hittim, Degania A and B, Zerifin, and the Transylvanian Settlc- 
ment. This construction work is costing the Zionist Organisation £26,400, 
employment being given to 300 workers. -Water supply works for the 
Nuris complex and Kfar Joshua will employ 220 workmen, £18,000 being 
‘allotted for the purpose. 

_ These undertakings employing, a total of 1,600 workers, will not only 
greatly alleviate unemployment in .Afuleh and Haifa, but will also open 4 
mew chapter in the history of thé Emek. The erectionof dwellings and 
water supply systems and the solution.of the irrigation problem for the 
farms of the Bmek and Lower Galilee: with Keren Hayésod and National 

_Faond moneys, will contribute in no small measure to the economic and 
sanitary welfare ofthese settlements, and holds out healthy prospects for 
the future of their communities. | 

The works undertaken by the Jewish national institutions, of course. 
do not imctude the huge construction. contemplated ‘by the Ratenberg 


project, the Palestine of which has been 
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started at the fall of the Jordan River at Jisr Al Majamie. Here, too, 
thousands of Jewish working men are tobe employed. There are Jewish 
labourers also engaged on the Jaffa-Petach.Tikvah highway, one of the 
most up-to-date thoroughfares in the country, and the Rishon-lé-Zion- 
Rehoboth road, which links up the latter colony with Tel-Aviv. ; 

Gradually, therefote, the work of development in Palestine is return- 
ing to its “ pre-crisis ” equilibrium, and is laying the foundations for a 
etracture of permanent value—the re-settlement of the Jewish people in 
the Land of Isracl. 


The Palestine Earthquake. 


— 
RELIEF FOR THE SUFFERERS. 


It was officially announced (says the Jerusalem correspondent of the 
Times), that measures have been almost completed for providing dwellings 
for those rendered destitute by the earthquake in Palestine early in July. 

The authorities at Nablus, Ramich, and Lydda, which suffered great 
damage, have approved the pattern of the huts which are being prepared 
for the free occupation of families known to be homeless. Steps are 
being taken to provide financial assistance to others in necessitous cir- 
eymstances to enable them to repair and reconstruct their damaged 
properties before the winter. A sum of £100,000 has been made available 
for this purpose, and will be placed at the disposal of District Com- 
missioners immediately. Loans, which must not exceed seventy-five 
per cent. of the value of the repairs, will be secured by a mortgage at six 
per cent. interest, and will be repayable in equal half-yearly instalments 
over a period to be fixed according to the borrower's capacity, the period 
inany case not to exceed ten years. 


Changes of Religious Community. 
—- 


NEW PALESTINE ORDINANCE. 


A draft Ordinance to provide for notifications of changes of Religious 
Community is published in the OFFICIAL GAZETTE of Palestine. The 
Ordinance stipulates that if a person intends to change his Religious 
Community and desires legal effect to be given to such change, he shall 
obtain a certificate from the head of the Religious Community which he 
desires to enter to the effect that he will be received into that Community. 
lie must notify his intention to the District Commissioner of the district 
in which he resides. The District Commissioner, on being satisfied as 
to the identity of the applicant, and on the production of a certificate 
from the head of the Community which the applicant desires to enter; 
shall register the change of Community and shall give the applicant a 
certificate of such registration. A copy of the certificate of registration 
shall be sent by the District Commissioner to the religious head of the 
Community which the applicant intends to enter and to the religious 
head of the Community to which he formerly belonged. 

No change of community of a person under the age of eighteen years 
shall be deemed to have legal effect unless the consent of the parent or 
guardian of such person has been obtained and is communicated to the 
District Commissioner. If there is doubt as to the age of the person, the 
District Commissioner of the district in which he resides, in consultation 
with the local religious authority of the community which the applicant 
desires to leave, shall decide the matter. 

A change of conimunity duly registered under this ordinance shall 
not affect any liability of the person changing his community, which was 
incurred by him prior to the registration of such change by the District 
Commissioner. 

Any Ottoman regulations and any regulations or notices issued by the 
Government of Palestine prior to the date of the entry into force of this 
Ordinance concerning the change of Religious Community, no longer have 
effect. 


Palestine Excavations. 
THE UNEARTHING OF SHECHEM. 


Some highly interesting Palestine finds (says the Berlin correspondent 
of the MORNING Post) have lately been made by German explorers. 
Perhaps their most striking achievement is the unearthing of the remains 
of Shechem (now called Nablus), belonging to the Canaanite period before 
the conquest by the Israelites. The excavations of Professor Sellin, of 
Berlin, show that the city had reached a high state of development before 
the arrival of the Israelites. 

A gateway, dating from about 1700 B.C.E., has been discovered in the 
wall leading into the city from the west, with foundations reaching nearly 
twenty feet into the ground. Around the gateway was a fortress-like 
palace with large inner halls and a hall of pillars. 

The Temple, built about 1300 B.C.E., contained an entrance hall, 
llanked with two tower-shaped projections, and a sanctuary divided into 
three naves. In the middle nave, on a pedestal, stood the image of the 
deity. South of the temple was a holy grove, marked out by strong walls. 
ln the centre was a raised platform, which probably carried an altar. On 
the east side were three rectangular towers, which seem to have been 
Chapels of minor deities. About two centuries after the destruction by 
Abimelech the site of the temple and grove ‘was levelled out with marl 
under King Jereboam and built upon, 

Excavations by Father Mader have revealed the mystery of the two 
massive ruined walls of Haram Ramet el-Khalil (two miles north of 
Hebron), The site had associations reaching back to the time of Abraham

(as the name implies), but successive demolitions have eradicated all 
tangible traces of building further back than the time of Herod the Great. 
The existing ruins prove to belong to the sanctuary and slave market 
mentioned by Eusebius and other ancient writers, which the Emperor 
Hadrian set up about 135 c.£. But the materials for these buildings were 


evidently taken from ruins of Herodian structures, 


Land of Israel News in Brief. 


A REFERENDUM has been held among parents of schoolchildren in the 
colonies of Upper Galilee, with a view to ascertaining whether they wish 
their children to remain under the supervision of the Education Depart- 
ment of the Palestine Zionist Executive, or whether they prefer them to 
be under the supervision of the Educational Control Committee of the 
Mizrachi Organisation. The referendum has resulted in an over- 
whelming majority for the supervision of the Mizrachi. 


- Tre foundation-stone of a ‘new synagogue, which is being built for 
the colonies of Yavneel and Beth Gan, has been laid. The synagogue 
will be erected on a site midway between the two colonies. The funds 
for building the synagogue have been donated by Baron Edmond de 
Rothschild (through the Palestine Jewish Colonisation Association). 


THE silk factory of Mr. Max Delfiner at Tel-Aviv, which suspended 
operations last year, is now being dismantled and the machinery and 
fixtures willbe sent to Europe. 


THE General Manager of the Palestine Railways has decided not to 
accept any official or labourer who is not a citizen of Palestine, states 
the IQDAM of Haifa. 


Tur Rev. I. and Mrs. Raffalovich, of Rio de Janeiro, have arrived in 
Palestine and are staying with Mr. Justice Gad Frumkin, of the Palestine 
Supreme Court, Mrs. Raffalovich’s brother. They will stay in Palestine 
four months; Mr. Raffalovich was formerly Minister of the Liverpool 
Congregation and is now spiritual chief of the Ica colonies in Brazil, 


JEWISH COOKERY. 
Celery. 


As an hors d wuvres. 


REMOVE the outside sticks from one or more heads of celery, and 
shred the remainder into Julienne strips, leave in cold water (to which a 
little lemon juice has been added) for an hour or more. Drain well and 
mix with mayonnaise sauce. 


Celery and Apple Salad. 


Salt. 
Pepper. 
One lettuce. 


Six Apples. 
One or two heads of celery. 
Mayonnaise sauce. : 
CHOOSE red apples, as much the same size as possible. Polish them 
with a soft cloth and remove the core without piercing a hole right 
through the apple. Then remove the remainder of the apple, leaving 
just sufficient to form a firm case; chop the apple finely. Prepare and 
shred the celery and mix with the chopped apple. Season with salt 
and pepper and dress with mayonnaise sance and fill up the apple cases. 
Wash the lettuce and serve the apples each on a leaf on individual plates. 


Celery Stuffing. 


Cooked celery, 1 breakfastcupful, Chopped parsley, 1 dessertspoonful. 

Breadcrumbs, 6 ozs. One egg. ; 

Suet, 2 ozs. Salt and pepper. 

Half a lemon. | 

CHoP the celery finely and mix with the breadcrumbs, suet and 

parsley ; add the grated rind and juice of balf a lemon, and séason with 
salt, pepper and a pinch of mace. Bind with the egg, and if at all dry, 
add a little water in which the celery was cooked. Use as a stuffing for 
boiled turkey. | 


Fried Gelery. 

PREPARE one or two heads of celery and cut the stalks into threc inch 
lengths, then cook in boiling salted water until tender. Drain well and 
keep covered with a cloth until required. Dip each piece in frying batter 
and fry a golden brown in boiling fat. 


Celery and Cream Cheese Sandwiches. 


BEAT up some cream cheese with a fork, then add a tablespoonful of 
finely shredded celery and an équal quantity of chopped apple. Season 
with cayenne and add salt if necessary. If the mixture is too thick, add 
a teaspoonful or two of cream or milk. Use thin brown bread and butter 
for the sandwiches. re 


For Flavouring. 


THE green tops of celery can be slowly dried in the oven and 
kept in tins. Itcan then be used for flavouring when celery is not in 
season.

MEETING IN NORTH LONDON. 
{COMMUNICATED. 

At.a meeting held on Saturday evening at the Jewish National Club, 
with Mr.’ D. I. Leibowitz, President, in the .chair, addresses: on the 
activities of the Ort were delivered by Dr.-Y..Krupenia, Chairman of the 
Ort East and Central London Committee, and Dr. Joseph Cruck, of the 
Central Board of the Ort Federation. 

Dr. Krupen'a gave a survey of the conditions among Kast European 
Jewry which led to the formation of: the Ort nearly: fifty years ago, and 
described its activities up tothe time when they were interrupted by the 
war. Innoother part of the world, he said, had the Jews suffered so much 
as those in the countries of Eastern Europe. He doubted whether anything 
could ever recompense them for all their terrible sufferings. ‘The Ort 
helped their brethren to became self-supporting. The Ort committees in 
those countries were com posed in the main of local people who were best 
able to understand their own needs. It was with their help and advice 
that the seventy-seven Orf trade schools that existed were raised 
and maintained, and that the numerous Ort agricultural - colonies 
were founded. The thirty-three committees in thirteen different 
countries were helping to support financially all that work. The Ort 
Committee in London was started eight years ago, and confined itself to 
the district of Hampstead. It was only about eighteen months ago that 
it was felt that the Ort was a movement which should be adopted by the 
whole of the Jewish community in London and the provinces. 

Dr. Cruck reported on the position of the Jews in Poland. He 
explained the great difficulties that had to be combated, chief of which 
was the centralised co-operative system, which shut out entirely all Jews 
from the commercial and business life of the country. 

Mr. J. Podrushnik, Hon. Secretary of the club, moved a vote of 
thanks to the speakers. He said he was convinced that as a result of 
that meeting the Jewish National Club and the North London Jewish 
community would rally to the formation of a strong body in that locality 
to support the Ort activities and aspirations. 


“Casting” 


AN APPEAL TO BRITISH JEWS. 

In the current issue of the SPECTATOR appears an article entitled, 
“An Appeal to British Jews,” in the course of which reference is made to 
the Weinberg Apparatus and to the present methods employed by Jews 
for “casting” animals for the purposes of slaughter. The writer 
acknowledges that one of the greatest services which the Jews have 
randered to mankind is the high standard of humane conduct which they 
have inculcated. He adds: 


Cruelty is, however, involved in the current methods by which 
animals slaughtered by the Jewish method are cast into the position 
requisite for the work of the “shochet.” I¢ is useless for-apologists 
to make light of the cruelty in question, for the facts are so well 
attested and, in fact, notorious, that apologetics of this nature carry 
no conviction. Professor E. H. Starling and Sir Michael Foster (two 
distinguished physiologists who investigated the matter on behalf of 
the Admiralty in 1904) condemned what they saw in unequivocal 
terms. Among other things, they stated that “in some cases, at 
least, one of the men introduced his fingers between the eyeball and 
upper eyelid, and dragged upon the upper eyelid in order to force the 
head back. The process of throwing was often violent, and when the 
carcase was skinned, large superficial bruises were in som e cases 
seen.” 
The method of casting (he proceeds to say) is not prescribed by 
the Jewish law: it varies from one slaughterhouse to another, and 

the work is commonly carried out by Gentiles. The responsibility 

for the use of cruel methods when humane methods are available 
rests, therefore, upon Jews, but not upon the Jewish religion. 

A policy of obstruction (the Article finally observes): has been 
adopted by the Slaughtermen’s Union and by the Wholesale Carcase 
Butchers’ Association, and each of the parties to these proceedings 
seeks to disclaim responsibility for them. No less than 80 per cent. 
of the meat killed at Islington is Jewish meat, and the Board of 
Shechita could practically close the market if it chose todo so. The 
ultimate responsibility therefore rests upon the Board, and we would 
ask the Jewish community to consider whether they have been 
worthily served by this body. 

The matter could be argued on a low plane. Wherever humane 
slaughtering is enforeed in England, Jews enjoy certain privileges and 
exemptions whose continuance they particularly desire. Public 
opinion is arising to demand a thoroughgoing reform of the British 
Slaughterhouse system from top to bottom, and if Jewish privileges 
are not to be swept away, as they were in Switzerland,-when the 
gathering storm bursts, those privileges must not be wedded to 
indefensible methods of casting. We prefer, however, to put the case 
on a higher level, and to rest it upon the religious and ethical mission 
which Jews claim for their race. If they will put their slaughter- 
house in Order, they’ will not only rid their religion of an accretion 
most serviceable to its enemies, but they will hasten the impendin 
reform of Gentile slaughtering. We appeal to them to remove the 
blot from their own scutcheon, and in so doing to set a bright 
exampleto the nation whose citizens they have become. —

Large sums of credit< are 
available for investment purposes as a result of dividend disburse ):n¢s 
on October 1, and with monetary prospects durmg the autumn mouths 
favourable, prices for gilt-edged stocks are appreciating. The dollar 
exchange 1s at a satisfactory level for the season of the vear. and 
renders any prospects of an increase in the Bank Rate remote. Most 
sections of the Stock Exchange reflect the buoyant feeling in the cilt- 
edged market, and present indications point to a continuance of ood 
business in marketable securities between now and the end of the 
vear, providing always that political conditions remain reasonably 
settled. 

Foreign Bonds. 

There are several features of interest in the foreign bond market at the 
present time, although much business is detracted by the activity in the 
industrial markets. Brazilian Government securities are in the limelight.

D. Napier & Sons, although dealt with in this section, «re 
principally concerned with the manufacture of aero engines, their manu- 
facture having achieved prominence by the success in the Schneider ‘Trophy 
race. ‘There is one motor share, however, which is well worthy of attention 
at the present time. ‘This is Singer & Co. ( Irdinary. They have a nominal 
value of £1, and can be bought at around 59s. 6d. a-piece. The company has 
& very Satisfactory past record, and has, at various times, distributed }\and- 
some share bonuses to its Ordinary shareholders, It is to be anticipated that 
the directors will continue to follow this policy in the future. Last years 
distribution was 25 per cent., made up of 124 per cent. dividend and a similar 
cash bonus.

“COMPROMISING DAPHNE.”

Succoth to-day in Palestine is the jolliest of all the festivals

‘the olden days, when it was one of the three occasions in the year 
when a vast pilgrimage was made to Jerusalem and offerings were 
made from the produce that had been gathered in at the harvest.

The biblical writers were heavy in 
their condemnation of fools. They 
did not suffer fools gladly. They 
made noallowances. They assumed 
that there were two roads that a 
man might choose —the road of wis- 
dom and the road of folly. Those 
who chose the latter were worthy of 
contempt. To these writers “ wis- 
dom excelleth folly as far as light 
excelleth darkness.” 

This attitude is the more character- 
istic of Judaism when we remember 
that in the East the imbecile was 
regarded as “taboo” and invested 
with a certain sanctity, a fact of 
which King David once took advan- 
tage when he came among a hostile 
tribe when fleeing from Saul, and 
— his life by pretending to be a 
ool. 

Fools, like poets, are born not 
made, but it is possible to grow out 
of foolishness by effort, and that is 
why the biblical writers were so 
down on the man who was content 
to remain in his foolishness. They 
had certain signs for detecting the 
fool. One was religious ignorance, 
the agnosticism that fails to read in 
the works of God the proof of His 


existence. “A brutish man knoweth 


= not, neither doth a fool understand 
is.” 

Proverbs of all nations have been 
busy with the fool. Here are some 
of them: 

“A fool flatters himself; a wise 
man flatters the fool.” 

“Any fool may make money, but 
it takes a wise man to spend it.” 

“A fool can ask more questions 
than a wise man can answer.” 

“A fool when he is silent is 
counted wise.”

For, as Montaigne 
sald,“ He who has been once very 
foolish will never be very wise. 
Ruskin went so far as to declare that 
while heaven might be mercifu! to 
sinners it was not to fools. 

So you see that others, besides tlie 
writers of the Bible, were not par- 


ticularly fond of the fool.
